RIVER  PLA  TE  ITEMS. 

—The  Argentine  government  has  imposed  8 
days  quarantine  against  Uruguay,  and  the  latter 
is  said  to  have  augmented  its  quarantine  against 
Buenos  Aires  to  12  days.  And  so  the  merry  dance 
goes  on ! 

—  The  vital  statistics  for  Febrnary  in  Mon. 
tevideo  show  49S  births  (70  illegitimate),  112 
marriages  and  305  deaths.  The  passenger  arrivals 
numbered  1,490  and  the  departures  1,266.  The 
population  ot  the  city  was  estimated  at  242,401. 

—Telegrams  from  Montevideo  of  the  28th  re- 
port  a  torrential  rain  in  that  city  on  that  date,  the 
heaviest  ever  known.  Some  of  the  streets  and 
iuburbs  were  completely  inundated,  some  lives 
were  lost  and  an  immense  amount  of  damage  was 
done.  B 

■Yesterday's  telegrams  from  Montevideo  state 
that  the  representatives  of  steamship  lines  are 
about  to  petition  the  Uruguayan  government  for 
the  abolition  of  quarantine  against  Buenos  Aires. 
It  the  government  refuses  they  will  recommend  the 
suspension  of  all  passenger  and  (rejg.it  traffic  with 
Montevideo.  Bravo!  This  is  just 'as  it  should 
be  !  We  do  not  see  why  the  commercial  world 
should  submit  tamely  to  these  abuses  ! 

—  The  proposal  of  the  Argentine  health 
authorities  to  abolish  quarantine  has  caused  no 
little  disgust  and  dismay  to  the  syndicate  who 
thought  they  had  discovered  in  the  Flores  Island 
lazaret  and  its  numerous  concomitant  abuses  a 
new  gold  mine  by  which  they  could  fill  their 
pockets  at  the  expense  of  travellers  and  of  the 
commercial  and  shipping  interests  of  the  republic. 
K  ihe  Argentine  example  is  followed,  as  it  will 
have  to  be,  their  gold  mine  will  evaporate  and 
they  will  have  to  turn  their  delicate  attentions 
elsewhere. —  Montevideo  Times,  March  23. 

—  There  is  no  hiding  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  cholera  about  the  north  of  this 
province  and  up  in  Santa  Fe,  though  we  are  com- 
paratively clear  in  Buenos  Aires  owing  to  our 
better  supply  of  water.  Uruguay  notwithstand- 
ing all  their  quarantine  precautions  has  been  if 
one  is  to  believe  reports,  attacked  more  severely 
than  anywhere,  yet  she  will  neither  admit  the 
fact  or  relax  her  stringent  regulations  for  boats 
coming  from  what  she  is  pleased  to  term  an  af- 
fected country.  Now  that  the  hack  of  ihe  summer 
is  broken  cholera  ought  to  begin  to  diminish,  it 
is  quite  possible  it  may  reappear  with  the  warm 
weather  next  year,  in  the  meantime  people  in  the 
camp  will  do  well  to  study  the  subject  and  lay  in 
a  few  necessary  things  with  which  to  treat  the 
disease  on  its  first  appearance  and  thereby  save 
a  great  deal  of  anxiety  and  suffering.—  Buenos 
Aires  Spot t  and  Pastime,  March  20. 
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Rio  de  Janeiro,    April  2nd,  1895. 


Why  the  Brazilian  government  should 
refuse  to  correct  the  abuses  at  Ilha 
Grande,  we  can  not  say.  The  President 
and  his  cabinet  are  not  men  who  would 
knowingly  insist  upon  the  enforcement 
of  regulations  which  cause  unnecessary 
risk  and  prejudice,  and  yet  the  plain 
truth  of  it  is  that  this  is  just  exactly  what 
they  are  doing.  Refusing  to  give  heed 
to  the  scores  of  complaints  which  have 
been  made  against  the  treatment  received 
at  Ilha  Grande,  and  accepting  the  ex- 
planations given  by  the  officials  in  charge, 
whose  bad  faith  and  incompetency  are 
notorious,  the  government  makes  itself 
clearly  responsible  for  all  that  has  hap- 
pened and  may  happen  at  Ilha  Grande 
in  the  name  of  quarantine.  It  is  largely 
a  question  of  good  will.  If  the  auth- 
orities refuse  to  remedy  the  abuses  de- 
nounced, and  to  ameliorate  the  rigor  of 
the  conditions  imposed,  then  we  must 
presume  that  they  are  in  favor  of  treat- 
ing quarantined  men  like  dangerous  cri- 
minals, and  that  they  approve  the  neglect 
and  indifference  openly  shown  by  their 
subordinates.  There  is  no  other  con- 
clusion possible.  In  January  last,  when 
there  were  so  many  sick  men  among 
the  crews  in  quarantine  and  when  the 
director  of  the  lazaretto  refused  them  the 
use  of  his  hospital,  the  government  an- 
nounced that  a  vessel  had  been  purchased 
for  a  floating  lazaretto,  and  that  it  would 
be  sent  down  to  Ilha  Grande  at  once. 
Up  to  the  present  moment,  about  three 
months  later,  the  said  vessel  has  not 
been  sent  there,  nor  is  there  any  evidence 
that  such  a  purchase  has  ever  been  made. 
What  are  we  to  infer  from  this?  Was 
this  announcement  made  with  a  deliberate 
intent  to  deceive  ?  Was  the  government 
making  a  joke  of  life  and  death,  deliber- 
ately playing  with  men  imprisoned  in 
charnel  ships  ?  Or  was  it  another  ex- 
ample of  official  incapacity  and  irrespon- 
sibility, announcing  a  transaction  before 
it  was  concluded?  Having  made  such 
a  promise,  the  government  is  morally 
bound  to  carry  it  into  execution.  Has 
it  made  one  single  effort  to  do  so ?  No! 
It  has  simply  turned  its  back  on  its  agree- 
ment, as  it  has  done  so  many  times 
before,  and  has  left  the  poor  devils  to 
their  fate !  It  knows  that  its  director 
and  doctor,  through  sheer  cowardice,  have 
refused  to  do  their  duty  by  the  ships  in 
quarantine,  but  it  has  neither  removed 
them,  nor  reprimanded  them.  It  knows, 
also,  that  its  inspector-general  in  this  port 
has  been  active  only  in  covering  up  the 
faults  of  his  subordinates,  and  that  he  has 
failed  to  organize  the  service  under  his 
oversight  in  accordance  with  the  dictates 
of  justice  and  humanity,  and  it  knows 
that  the  restrictions  imposed  here  and 
all  along  the  coast  are  puerile  and  absurd 
—  all  this  it  knows,  and  yet  it  continues 
to  support  the  man  who  is  responsible 
for  it!  This  fixes  the  responsibility.  The 
government  may  be  ever  so  intelligent, 
humane  and  well  meaning,  but  if  it  sup- 
ports and  encourages   servants  who  are 


the  opposite  of  all  this,  it  must  accept  the 
credit  for  that  also ,  Many  a  life  has 
been  lost  at  Ilha  Grande  which  could 
have  been  saved  with  medical  aid  and 
with  proper  hospital  accommodations; 
whose  fault  is  it  that  these  were  not 
furnished?  And  many  a  pecuniary  loss 
could  have  been  averted  by  the  reasonable 
and  intelligent  treatment  of  the  ships 
seeking  this  port;  upon  whom  must  the 
responsibility  rest  for  this  ?  The  gov- 
ernment has  permitted  its  subordinates 
to  jump  at  conclusions,  to  declare  11  n- 
visited  ships  infected,  to  declare  unseen 
cases  of  sickness  as  cholera,  and  to  im- 
pose quarantine  rigors  on  them  on  such 
conclusions  alone !  There  is  not  one 
reported  case  of  a  real  death  from  cho- 
lera at  Ilha  Grande  —  a  case  treated  by 
a  medical  man,  followed  by  the  neces- 
sary certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  and 
the  autopsy  which  should  have  been 
made.  The  doctor  there  can  not  advance 
a  particle  of  evidence,  which  would  be 
accepted  by  reputable  physicians  as  con- 
clusive, to  prove  that  the  deaths  occurr- 
ing there  were  from  cholera.  To  save 
his  own  precious  life,  he  avoided  going 
on  board ;  and  then  to  save  his  reputation 
he  extended  the  period  of  quarantine, 
thus  risking  more  lives  and  causing  more 
loss  to  owners  and  shippers  And  for 
all  this  the  government  tacitly  assumes 
responsibility.  So  be  it.  We  can  only 
call  the  attention  of  ship-owners  and 
merchants  and  all  humane  men  at  home 
to  the  necessity  of  losing  no  more  time 
over  this  question  of  quarantine.  It  is 
needful  that  some  international  agreement 
should  be  adopted  to  control  a  matter 
which  is  governed  more  by  caprice  than 
by  judgment,  and  which  concerns  the 
lives  and  fortunes  of  men  of  all  nationali- 
ties. The  ocean  is  a  public  highway, 
and  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  not  be 
encompassed  by  hostile  and  murderous 
restrictions.  At  the  present  moment  the 
eastern  coast  of  South  America  is  a  laby- 
rinth of  unintelligible,  unnecessary,  absurd, 
vexatious,  and  prejudicial  quarantines,  im- 
posed here  to  please  the  ignorant  conceit 
of  an  out-ot-date  practitioner,  there  to 
satisfy  the  greed  of  a  ring  of  hungry 
purveyors,  and  elsewhere  merely  as  re- 
prisals and  for  the  love  of  exercising  ar- 
bitrary authority.  We  doubt  if  there  is 
one  single  medical  man  of  recognized  pro- 
fessional skill,  experience  and  reputation 
in  the  whole  quarantine  service  of  this 
coast  —  one  single  man  who  would  con- 
sider his  professional  honor  and  reputation 
at  stake  in  a  decision  which  might  send 
a  poor  fellow  to  the  lazaretto  and  a  ship 
into  quarantine.  It  is  time  that  these 
abuses  were  ended!  And  it  is  time  that 
the  quarantine  purveyor's  hand  should  be 
taken  from  the  throat  of  commerce.  As 
we  have  before  urged,  it  is  time  that  the 
imposition  of  quarantine  should  be  gov- 
erned by  international  regulations,  that 
each  nation  should  be  made  responsible 
for  all  losses  and  damages,  and  that  the 
victims  should  be  relieved  from  all  taxes 
and  expenses  connected  with  their  invol- 
untary imprisonment.  No  better  time  for 
the  initiation  of  such  an  agreement  could 
be  expected,  for  the  whole  coast  is  armed 
with  quarantine  restrictions  and  the  insti- 
tution can  now  be  seen  at  its  worst. 


THE  WIDOWS'  FRIEND. 


To  the  Editor  of  the  Rio  News  : 

Dear  Sir. — Dining,  or  about  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober Inst  year,  si  number  ol  gentlemen  in  Santos 
applied,  (through  the  writer  J,  to  the  "  Equitable 
Life  Assurance  Society  of  the  Uniled  Stales  "  lot- 
life  policies,  ol  various  amounts,  duly  depositing 
the  requited  first  premiums. 

It  is  only  now,  in  the  middle  of  March,  say  four 
and  a  half  to  five  months  after  the  dates  of  these 
applications,  that  the  chiefs  of  the  Equitable  society 
iu  New  York  have  discovered  that  they  cannot 
accept  them  ;  not  because  of  any  physical  dis- 
ability on  the  part  of  the  sturdy  and  robust  appli- 
cants, but  by  reason  of  the  danger  that  one  or 
other  of  them  may  die  of  yellow-lever  ;  cases  of 
that  malady  having,  it  is  understood,  lately  reap- 
peared in  Santos  city. 

The  applicants  having  watted  this  long  time— 
during  which  neither  they,  nor  I,  nor  anybody 
else  can  say,  for  certain,  whether  they  were 
covered  by  insurance  or  not,  are  at  last  to  have 
their  money  returned  to  them,  without  interest,  in 
accordance  willi  the  immutable  laws  of  the  Equit- 
able institution  aforesaid, 

Now,  sir,  it  is  not  with  any  futile  idea  of  com- 
plaining  on  their  behalf  that  I  am  trespassing  on 
your  kindness  on  this  occasion.  The  gentlemen 
here  referred  to  are  business  men,  well  able  to 
lake  care  of  their  own  interests. 

But  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few 
remarks  by  way  of  comment  and  suggestion. 


I  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  lhat  the  E.  L 
At  S.  of  the  U.  S.  has  adopted  as  its  badge  n  very 
striking  and  singular  work  of  nrt,  which  is  un- 
doubtedly intended  to  be  of  strongly  hyperbolical 
signification. 

This  badge  is  elaborately  enurnved  at  the  head 
of  each  policy,  and  freely  dabbed  over  most  of  the 
society's  multitudinous  documents  and  adver- 
tisements. 

It  consists  of  the  figure  of  a  nondescript  indi- 
vidual  in  "  negligee  "  costume,  holding  something 
resembling  an  inverted  meat-dish  over  the  head  of 
n  plump  young  person—presumably  a  widow— in 
very  evening  dress  up  to  date,  and  with  a  remark- 
ably fine  baby  in  her  arms. 

On  the  widow's  side  of  the  thing  are  a  broken 
column  and  a  flash  of  lightning  ;  representing,  no 
doubt,  the  sole  assets  bequeathed  to  her  by  her 
late  lamented,  hut  impecunious  husband. 

On  the  opposite  side,  under  the  nondescript  per- 
sonage's lee,  so  to  speak,  is  a  dissipated-looking 
eagle,  with  it*  claws  firmly  fixed"  into  a  large  hag 
of  dollars  ;  while  the  background  contains  an 
Egyptian  pyramid,  probably  also  full  of  dollars 
belonging  to  the  Equitable  society,  and  placed 
there  as  a  reminder  that  the  whole  is  in  the  nature 
of  "  an  allegory  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile." 

This,  then,  is  the  Equitable  society's  escutcheon; 
and,  ii  it  mean  anything,  it  means  that  the  society 
of  that  name  sets  itself  up  as  the  protector  ami 
champion  of  the  widowed  and  fatherless. 

The  society  advertising  itself  in  this  character 
possesses  to-day,  according  to  its  own  clamorous 
assertions,  a  capital  of  a  hundred  and  so  many 
millions  of  dollars,  a.  surplus  of  so  many  tens  of 
millions  of  dollars  and  an  active  business  of  so 
many  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars. 

How  many  millions  of  dollars  the  society  has 
raked  in,  under  ils  "  three  years  "  rule  from  poor 
fellows  who  have  taken  out  policies  on  which  alter 
a  short  time  they  have  found  themselves  unable  lo 
continue  paying  the  premium,  is  not  stated.  But, 
any  way,  these  last  unlucky  individuals  have 
nothing  after  all,  to  "  make  a  song  about ! " 

They  put  their  sovereign  "  into  the  slot  "  every 
year,  and  ought  to  he  very  grateful  to  think  that 
at  the  end  of  the  third  year  the  Equitable  "  figure 
will  work,"  and  politely  hand  them  out  two  penny- 
worth of  gingerbread  for  their  pains. 

But,  sir,  it  is  matter  of  common  knowledge  that 
the  protection  of  widows  and  orphans,  especially 
the  former,  far  from  being  a  lucrative  business,  i^, 
on  the  contrary,  notoriously  a  very  expensive  one 
indeed ;  and  it  is  evident  the  Equitable  society 
thinks  so,  too,  in  view  of  the  reason  which  pre- 
vents its  extending  any  protection  whatever  to 
potential  widows  and  orphans  in  Santos. 

I  therefore  venture  to  protest,  however  vainly, 
against  the  ridiculous  piece  of  hyperbolical  humbug 
contained  in  its  emblematic  device  before 
described. 

Why,  in  the  name  of  common  decency,  cannot 
this  society,  this  great  bloated,  bragging  product 
nf  financial  scheming  and  quack  advertising 
buffoonery,  drop  ils  philanthropical  sham,  and 
plainly  give  itself  out  for  what  it  is,  vib.,  a  one- 
eyed,  money-mongering  concern,  willing  to  offer 
certain  hypothetical  and  unguaranteed  advantages 
to  lliose  whose  pecuniary  support  is  necessary  lo 
its  operations— which  travels  about  Brazil,  picking 
up  safe  business  in  heahhy  localities  for  the  sake 
of  what  it  can  make  out  of  it,  and  which  has  on 
more  fancy  for  protecting  widows  than  /have  ! 

In  the  meantime,  however,  it  seems  tolerably 
certain  that  the  patient  Santos  applicants  for 
policies  of  October,  1894,  are  to  have  their  money 
honestly  returned  to  ihem  in  this  merry  month  of 
March,  1895. 

Well,  that  is  something. 

As  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society  is  fond 
of  parables,  I  will  relate  one  I  had  from  an 
American  friend  which  seems  to  me  to  have  some 
bearing  on  the  case  now  under  consideration. 

A  preacher  held  forth  at  a  camp  meeting  to  an 
assemblage  of  New  Englanders.  Having  con- 
cluded his  discourse,  he  passed  his  hat  round  (or 
contributions,  according  to  the  usual  custom. 

The  lint  relumed  empty. 

It  was,  however,  the  invariable  rule  to  give 
thanks  after  every  *■  collection,"  and  this  preacher 
was  equal  to  the  occasion. 

"  I  thank  Thee,"  he  said,  "  that  I  have  received 
back  my  hat  from  this  congregation  1 "

THE  COFFEE  TAX  QUESTION. 

Palace  of  the  President  of  ihe  State  of 
Minns  Geraes,  March  191)1,  1895. 

To  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  State  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  object  of  the  government  of  Minas  in  mak- 
ing the  agreement  of  the  6th  inst,  with  lhat  of  your 
state  was  to  avoid  the  collision  that  was  imminent 
in  regard  to  the  execution  of  decree  No.  790,  of 
November  6,  180.4,  of  the  state  of  Minas  Geraes, 
requiring  the  presentation  of  1 1%  tax  receipts  for 
the  shipment  of  coffee  and  of  decree  No,  167,  of 
the  23rd  of  last  January,  of  the  state  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  dispensing  with  this  formality  and  thus 
permitting  the  free  shipment  of  coffee,  embracing 
not  only  (hat  produced  in  the  slate  of  Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro but  also  that  produced  in  Minas  and  in  the 
other  two  states  whose  coffee  is  shipped  from  the 
port  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  In  thus  acting  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  stale  gave  fresh  proofs  of  the 
solicitude  with  which  it  seeks  to  maintain  friendly 
relations  with  other  stale  governments  and  thus 
cuoiribtite  to  the  thorough  accomplishment  of  the 
purposes  for  which  the  federative  system  is 
intended. 

It  is  not  the  intention,  however,  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Minns  to  maintain  the  present  system  ol 
collecting  the  coffee-tax  without  modifications 
lending  to  render  it  less  burdensome  to  the  pro- 
ducing classes,  as  is  indicated  in  Art.  3  of  the  said 
agreement. 

The  agriculturists  of  all  the  producing  states 
justly  complain  of  lliis  system  of  collecting  the 
lax  and  the  redress  which  they  demand  for  their 
grievances  should  be  granted  by  the  state   govern. 


ments,  provided  no  loss  or  injury  thereby  results 
to  the  slate  treasuries,  or  fiscal  service,  especially 
since  at  the  present  time  our  agricultural  interests 
are  passing  through  a  crisis  whose  consequences 
will  be  fatal  if  the  government!  o|  these  states  do 
not  adopt  the  proper  measures  for  protecting 
them. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  if  producing  states  do 
iiot  deem  it  expedient  lo  change  entirely  the 
present  system,  there  are  many  ways  in  which 
without  detriment  to  the  fiscal  interests  of  those 
States  the  burdensome  effects  of  that  system  may 
be  mitigated— effects  against  which  the  Injured 
class  has  very  properly  protested,  there  being  1111 
reason  why  governments  should  f.iil  to  comply 
with  ihe  demands  of  agriculturists,  on  whom  the 
stale  budgets  immediately  and  directly  depend  and 
who  are  the  principal  tax-payers,  unless  those 
governments  desire,  as  cannot  be  the  case,  lo 
separate  themselves  completely  from  the  source 
from  which  they  derive  their  existence. 

Consequently  a  speedy  agreement  between  the 
four  producing  states  is  indispensable  for  the  pur- 
pose of  regulating  ihe  collection  of  the  tax  in  a 
uniform  manner  advantageous  both  to  the  fiscal 
interests  of  those  states  and  to  ihe  agricultural  in. 
terests  of  the  country. 

With  this  object  my  government  has  addressed 
a  communication  to  those  of  S.  Paulo  and  Espirito 
Santo  calling  their  attention  to  this  subject  and 
asking  them  to  send  representatives  to  the  federal 
capital  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  some  definite 
measure  in  conjunction  with  your  government  ami 
that  of  Minas  in  regard  to  a  question  which  is  of 
such  far-reachinu  importance  to  us  all. 

I  trust,  then,  that  you  will  not  refuse  to  contri- 
bute to  the  solution  of  this  problem,  in  which  the 
agriculturists  of  your  state  are  so  deeply  interested, 
when,  by  so  doing,  you  will  render  an  inestimable 
service  to  other  slates  whose  future  depends 
thereon. 

I',  as  I  hope,  you  accept  this  invitation,  I  shall 
have  occasion  to  notify  you,  with  the  concurrence 
of  Ihe  other  states,  of  the  day  fixed  for  the  meeting 
of  their  representatives  at  the  federal  capital.

Palace  of  the  President  of  ihe  Slate  of 
Minas  Geraes,  Match  15th,  1895. 
To  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  State  of 
S.  Paulo. 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  lhat  have  arisen  for 
coffee-producing  slates  in  the  shipment  of  the 
staple  from  the  port  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  conse- 
quence of  the  system  of  free  exportation  attempted 
and  defended  by  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
seriously  threatening  their  principal  source  of  re- 
venue, it  is  urgently  necessary  that  the  govern- 
ments thereby  injured  shall,  by  common  accord, 
unite  in  snme  plan  which,  respecting  the  principle 
of  slate  autonomy,  may  correspond  lo  the  fiscal 
interests  of  the  said  governments  harmonizing 
them  at  the  same  time  with  the  leuilimatc  interests 
and  reasonable  expectations  of  their  agricultural 
classes,  which  cannot  be  ignored  without  aiming  a 
blow  at  the  very  foundation  of  our  system  of  gov- 
ernment, in  which  the  will  of  the  people  is  an 
indispensable  element  of  information  and  strength. 

Informed  as  you  are,  by  means  of  the  many 
arlicles  which  have  recently  been  published  in  the 
daily  press  of  the  federal  capital,  of  the  state  of  the 
question  and  of  the  temporary  solution  at  which 
my  government  and  that  of  the  slate  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  have  succeeded  in  arriving,  you  will  com- 
prehend that  Ihe  difficulty,  far  from  being  settled, 
has  been  merely  postponed  and  lhat  the  question 
will  be  reopened,  perhaps  in  an  aggravated  form, 
alter  the  exhaustion  of  the  stock  of  11%  tax- 
receipts  which  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  com- 
mission merchants  and  olher  representatives  of  the 
producers  during  the  period  in  which  the  market 
was  cleared  of  the  old  4%  guias  issued  in  con- 
formity  with  the  former  system  of  collecting  the 
tax  on  the  border  of  the  two  states. 

The  government  ol  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
being  resolved,  as  it  does  not  refuse  to  confess,  to 
return  in  that  contingency  to  its  fixed  idea  of  per- 
milting  the  free  shipment  of  its  coffee,  it  is  easy  to 
see  that,  since  Ihe  coffee  of  Minas,  that  of  the 
northern  part  of  your  state  and  lhat  of  the  south  of 
Espirito  Santo  is  shipped  from  the  same  port, 
irremediable  injury  will  thereby  be  caused  to  the 
revenue  of  the  states  of  Minas  Geraes,  S.  Paulo 
and  Espirito  Santo,  unless  the  respective  govern- 
ments  adopt  the  same  system  of  collecting  the  tax 
on  coffee. 

And  in  proof  of  this  assertion  it  is  only  necessary 
to  mention  the  fact  that  the  revenue  office  of  the 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  at  the  federal  capital,  gave 
permission  in  advance  for  the  free  shipment  of  an 
immense  quantity  of  coffee,  evidently  greater  ihan 
the  whole  stock  in  that  market,  without  asking  for 
any  proof  of  the  original  ol  the  product,  when  in 
the  latter  part  ol  last  month  it  attempted  to  Initiate 
its  system  of  free  exportation,  and  what  must  not 
be  overlooked  is  the  lact  that,  even  were  the  quan- 
tity for  which  free  exportation  was  thus  permitted 
barely  equal  lo  the  stock  in  the  market,  that  stock 
is  not  composed  solely  of  coffee  produced  in  the 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but  also  includes  coffee 
from  your  state,  from  mine  and  from  Espirito 
Santo.  The  adoption  of  that  system,  however, 
would  only  attend  to  the  fiscal  interests  of  the 
states,  disappointing  the  planters  in  their  hopes 
and  injuring  their  legitimate  interests  made  known 
in  the  aforesaid  articles.  And  thus  the  govern- 
ments of  those  states  would  show  themselves  deaf 
to  the  complaints  of  the  tax-payers  who  most  con- 
tribute  to  their  respective  exchequers, 

The  alleged  advantage  of  the  system  of  free  ex- 
portation di.es  in  fact  really  exist,  but  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  sackers  and  exporters  and  not  for  that  of 
ihe  producers  who  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of 
the  states. 

In  the  first  place  it  is  known  that  our  coffee 
planters,  for  reasons  which  it  is  not  pertinent  to 
discuss  at  the  present  moment,  have  not  yet  placed 
themselves  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  able  to  con- 
trol the  market  and  are  consequently  obliged  to 
accept,  willingly  or  unwillingly,  the  purchaser's 
terms  ;  m  the  second  place  they  are  obliged  to 
have  lecuurse  to   the   commission    merchant   who 
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advances  them  money  for  paying  the  tax,  and  the 
value  of  ihe  respective  tax-receipt  ( eonhaimmto  or 
guia)  is  nearly  always  sacrificed  in  the  latter's 
reasonable  anxiety  to  recover  the  amount  which  he 
had  advanced, 

llelween  these  two  terms  of  the  problem  the 
producer  always  loses,  (or  neither  does  the  ex- 
porter pay  a  higher  price  (or  the  coffee  which  he 
buys,  nor  can  (lie  commission  agent,  under  the 
pressure  of  his  anxiety  to  recover  his  money, 
guarantee  to  the  producer  the  benefit  of  the  full 
value  of  the  tax-receipt. 

The  inicrest  of  the  commission  merchant  is  not 
to  hold  out  In  his  demand  for  the  full  value  of  this 
receipt,  but  lo  recover  as  speedily  as  possible  the 
sum  advanced.  If  he  fails  to  obtain  for  the  tax- 
receipt  its  full  value,  he  compensates  himself  by 
reducing  the  amount  of  the  account  sales. 

It  would  be  hazardous  to  attempt  to  sustain  the 
value  of  an  article  by  exempting  it  from  duty  in  a 
market  controlled  by  the  purchaser,  especially 
since  the  tatter  lias  already  declared  (see  meeting 
of  exporters  at  the  liio  de  Janeiro  custom  house) 
that  he  will  not  assume  an  obligation  of  which  he 
has  been  relieved  by  the  direct  payment  ot  the  lax 
by  the  producer. 

Under  these  circumstances,  if  the  speculation  in 
old  \%  tax-receipts  deprived  the  producer  of  half 
(he  amount  of  their  value,  what  will  not  be  the 
latter's  loss  through  speculation  in  receipts  that 
represent  not  01  but  \\%  oi  the  official  value  of 
the  article  taxed ! 

It  was  under  the  pressure  of  these  arguments 
that  my  government,  influenced  by  the  impossi- 
bility of  effecting  a  better  arrangement,  acceded 
to  the  temporary  agreement  with  the  government 
of  the  state  of  Kin  de  Janeiro,  an  account  of  which 
has  been  published  in  the  press  of  the  federal 
capital,  thus  gaining  time  to  solicit  the  intervention 
of  other  governments  interested,  like  yours,  in 
this  question. 

It  was  urgently  necessary  to  prevent  the  imme- 
diate execution  of  the  decree  of  the  government  of 
the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  the  free  shipment  of 
coffee,  which,  as  I  have  said,  threatened  with  irre- 
mediable loss  not  only  the  revenues  of  other  states 
that  produce  this  precious  staple  but  also  the  legiti. 
mate  interests  of  the  tax-payers  which  it  is  tile  duty 
of  those  states  to  protect. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  evident  that  in  a  business 
of  this  nature  the  co-existence  of  different  systems, 
each  state  adopting  that  which  it  thinks  best,  is 
altogether  impracticable,  for  such  diversity  in  the 
system  of  collecting  the  tax  on  a  product  which  is 
undistinguishably  mixed  in  the  exporting  market 
as  if  it  were  all  of  the  same  origin,  can  only  occa- 
sion injury  lo  the  interested  states,  since  it  is  clear 
that  this  liberty  of  option  in  the  system  of  collect- 
ing would,  if  carried  to  its  ultimate  consequences, 
enable  one  state  to  regulate  its  fiscal  interests  to 
the  injury  of  those  of  another  state,  not  to  mention 
the  annoyances  and  difficulties  of  every  kind  which 
such  contusion  in  fiscal  regulations  would  cause  to 
merchants  and  to  others  interested  in  the  coffee 
trade. 

If,  then,  there  is  no  law  expressly  prohibiting 
this,  there  is  the  interest  of  each  of  the  producing 
States,  there  is  the  sentiment  of  justice  which  should 
control  all  other  considerations,  there  is,  in  short, 
that  just  aspiration  for  the  necessary  harmony  be* 
tween  bordering  states  in  so  many  respects  inde- 
pendent, which,  il  it  does  not  absolutely  force  them 
to  adopt  a  harmonious  system,  at  all  events  renders 
it  highly  expedient  for  them  to  do  so. 

It  is  necessary,  then,  that  these  states  shall 
agree  on  some  better  way  of  securing  a  perfect 
system  of  collecting  the  tax  and  of  protecting  Ihe 
legitimate  interests  of  the  producers,  so  that  in  a 
matter  of  such  importance  the  indispensable  har- 
mony may  be  preserved,  their  greatest  source  o( 
revenue  kept  unimpaired  and  the  important  rights 
of  their  principal  tax-payers  defended  within  just 
and  reasonable  limits. 

It  is  with  this  object  that  I  have  the  honor  to 
request  you  to  give  the  proper  authorization  to  Ihe 
representative  that  you  may  select  to  meet  at  the 
federal  capital  those  of  the  other  states  herein 
mentioned,  to  which  the  invitation  is  extended, 
with  a  view  to  arriving  at  an  agreement  for  defi- 
nitely regulating  this  momentous  question. 

Certain  of  your  acquiescence,   I   renew  to   you 
the  assurances  of  my  very  high  esteem.

the  Quinta,  but  finding  the  damage  nothing  ser- 
ious and  being  unable  (0  take  off  the  other  pas- 
sengers, continued  to  S.  Domingos. 

The  Sexta  then  left  Nictheroy  and  came  along- 
side,  the  passengers  pMlttB  <<>  her  at  once,  and 
she  returned  to  Nictheroy.  Some  of  the  passengers 
from  the  damaged  barca  immediately  went  up  (o 
the  mestre  of  the  Sexta  and  blackguarded  him. 
When  things  were  quieted  down,  and  while  still 
at  the  fionte  in  Nictheroy,  I  went  to  the  mestre 
and  asked  him  why  he  had  not  come  im- 
mediately to  the  assistance  of  the  Qninia,  and  he 
replied,  "Potque  a  barca  estava  fundeada  e  nao 
tstam  $mftrigo,H  I  then  enquired  how  he  knew 
she  was  in  no  danger,  and  his  reply  was,  "Gni 
tttt&O  tide  conheco  o  men  ttrVlft"  There  is  no 
necessity  for  commenting  on  these  replies. 

Two  boats  that  were  sailing  a  little  way  from  ihe 
barcn  when  the  accident  happened,  came  alongside, 
and  a  launch  belonging  to  the  company  appeared 
at  the  time  that  the  Sexta  came  up,  circled  the 
barcn  and  made  off  again,  so  that  when  the  pas- 
sengers were  transferred  the  Quinta  remained 
drifting  somewhere  off  the  Annacao. 

It  only  remains  (or  me  to  add  that  the  Quinta 
whistled  for  23  minutes  before  anything  came 
alongside,  that  she  had  two  miserable  boats  and 
two  life  buoys  on  board,  notwithstanding  the 
alterations  so  loudly  advocated  by  the  newspapers 
after  the  Terceim  disaster,  and  which  resulted  in 
the  Sexta  having  an  arrangement  of  stovepipes 
fixed  under  the  seats,  and  several  coats  of  paint 
applied  to  her  rotten  woodwork.  The  company  is 
now  probably  lamenting  that  it  did  not  put  one  or 
twocoatsofpainton  the  mainshalt  of  the  Quinta,  as 
it  would  have  been  strengthened  considerably,  and 
if  they  had  another  stovepipe  arrangement  which 
could  be  made  interchangeable,  the  passengers 
would  be  inspired  witli  a  great  deal  more  confidence 
than  they  havejust  now. 

1  do  not  make  these  remarks  so  much  on  my 
own  account,  for  owing  to  our  position,  the 
Armaijao  was  within  easy  swimming  distance,  but 
these  things  came  to  my  mind  when  I  saw  the 
frightened  children  clinging  round  their  parents. 

Fortunately  it  was  not  a  serious  matter,  but  the 
incident  will  serve  to  show  that  passengers  between 
Rio  and  Nictheroy  are  no  better  off  than  they  were 
before  the  burning  ol  the  Terceim/  If  any  serious 
accident  occurs,  it  will  he  a  case  of  each  one 
for  himself,  as  no  assistance  will  be  forthcoming 
until  all  is  over.

BARCA    QUINTA. 

Rio  1st  April  1895. 

To  the  Editor.  *         " 

Dear  Sir.'- This  harca,  already  famous  for  its 
connection  with  the  Terceim  disaster,  left  Nictheroy 
yesterday  for  the  city  at  about  3.25  p.  m;  and  two 
or  three  minntes  after  starting  a  heavy  thumping 
noise  was  heard,  accompanied  by  violent  vibration 
which  continred  for  some  time.  The  passengers, 
about  60  in  number,  almost  all  left  their  places  im- 
mediately and  hurried  from  place  to  place  to  find 
out  what  was  happening.  The  engines  were 
suddenly  stopped  and  the  the  whistle  blown  con- 
tinuously to  call  assistance.  The  noise  of  the 
whistle,  however,  seemed  to  upset  the  equilibrium 
of  the  female  passengers,  for  they  almost  all  burst 
into  tears,  while  many  of  the  male  passengers  rush- 
ed about  shouting,  "N&o  e  nada,  nag  e  nada; 
/oi  uma  pancadti,  /gram  couces  de  burrg"  etc.,  etc. 
(There  were  only  bipeds  on  board).  However 
every  one  seemed  very  much  excited,  although  a 
stoker  appeared  and  stated  that  ihe  only  damage 
sustained  was  the  breakage  of  the  main  shaft. 

At  the  time  the  whistle  was  first  blown  a  barca 
was  se:u  on  its  way  from  the  city  to  S.  Domingos, 
though  some  distance  off;  the  Quinta  continued  to 
whistle,  but  the  other  barca,  which  afterwards 
turned  out  to  be  the  .Sexta,  paid  no  attention  and 
made  its  way  to  S.  Domingos  where  it  discharged 
its  passengers,  and  then  proceeded  to  Nictheroy. 
About  this  time  the  Comr.  Lage  also  crossing  from 
the  city,  being  the  barca  after  the  Sexta,  hearing 
the  whistling,  came  towards  us  and  passed  round 


—The  epidemic  of  cholera  is  said  to  be  extinct 
at  Campos  and  in  southern  Espirito  Santo. 

—The  Rev.  Mr,  Hamilton  is  said  to  have  re- 
cently killed  870  bats  in  his  house  at  Piracicaba, 
S.  Paulo. 

—  The  situation  in  Pernamhucn  continues  very 
critical.  The  city  is  dominated  by  armed  force 
and  the  leaders  of  the  opposition  are  threatened 
with  assassination.  This  is  military  rule,  and  not  a 
bad  specimen  of  it  I 

—The  Cazeta  of  Bahia  says  that  nine  fracas 
deserted  from  the  Benjamin  Constant  while  that 
cruiser  remained  in  that  port.  Either  life  in  Bahia 
must  be  very  attractive,  or  the  tile  on  board  very 
arduous,  to  lead  the  men  to  desert  after  so  short  a 
cruise. 

—According  to  the  correspondent  of  the  Jornal 
do  Commmio  a  very  agreeable  impression  was 
caused  in  Pari  by  the  report  there  circulated  of  ihe 
government's  intention  to  replace  minister  Salvador 
de  Mendortca  at  Washington  with  Bar&o  do  Rio 
Bianco. 

—  Col.  Valladao,  sgi-disant  governor  of  Ser- 
gipe,  has  addressed  a  message  to  the  legisla- 
ture (also  soi.disant)  asking  for  constitutional 
amendments  for  enabling  him  to  control  the 
judges,  who  refuse,  to  a  man,  to  recognize  his  gov- 
ernment. 

—  In  Alngoas  Dr.  Castello  Branco  has  brought 
a  suit  before  the  superior  court  for  annulling, 
on  the  ground  of  unconstitutionality  of  ihe  elec- 
tion of  Barao  de  Traipii  and  Col.  Jose"  Peixoto 
to  ihe  office  of  governor  and  lieutenant  governor  of 
tie  state. 

—According  to  a  recent  statistical  report  there 
were  18,300  habitations  in  the  city  of  Sao  Paulo, 
at  the  end  of  1893.  Adding  the  constructions  of 
the  past  year,  which  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
counted,  the  city  now  contains  over  19,500 
habitations. 

—We  regret  to  note  that  yellow-fever  is  steadily 
increasing  in  Santos.  It  is  said  that  the  discharge 
ol  sewage  into  the  river  along  the  city  front  is  the 
principal  cause  of  this  outbreak.  Surely  our  so- 
called  health  authorities  know  better  than  to  permit 
so  serious  an  infraction  of  sanitary  laws, 

—The  vital  statistics  of  various  Sao  Paulo  towns 
for  the  month  of  February  are  as  follows:  Am- 
paro,  89  deaths,  117  births,  13  marriages;  Soro- 
caba,  47  deaths,  43  births,  n  mairiages  ;  Pinda- 
monhangaba,  63  deaths  (1  from  cholera),  58  births, 
8  marriages;  Campinas,  151  deaths,  185  births, 
50  marriages;  Guaratingueta,  84  deaths  (16  from 
cholera),  74  births,  it  marriages  ;  Rio  Claro,  25 
deaths,  64  births,  13  marriages.  It  will  be  seen 
that  Sao  Paulo  will  need  a  constant  influx  of  im- 
migrants te  keep  her  population  growing. 

—The  judge  (Dr.  Segismundo)  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  incident  which  led  to  the  death  of 
Dr.  Jose"  Maria  in  Pernambuco,  has  made  his  re- 
port. He  finds  that  the  charge  that  Dr.  Jose 
Maria  attacked  the  election  board  and  fired  upon 
the  police  officials,  is  false.  He  finds,  moreover, 
that  the  victim  was  wounded  by  the  first  discharge 
of  pistols  by  Cois.  Ottoni  and  Magno  and  their 
two  companions,  and  that  the  fatal  shot  was  after- 
wards fired  by  Ottoni  at  the  wounded  man  when 
he  was  lying  outside.  And  yet  Ottoni  and  Magno 
are  still  holding  their  official  positions  in  Pernam- 
buco and  are  defying  the  people  there  to  interfere 
with  them  ! 


— There  were  257  deaths  In  Santos  during  the 
mnnih  of  February,  62  biiths  and  31  marriages. 
Of  the  deaths  til  were  from  yellow-fever.  Com. 
pared  with  previous  years  the  February  deaths 
from  yellow-fever  were  ;  125  in  1N95  ;  4  in  1894  ; 
474  in  1893 ;  412  in  1892  1  3  in  1891  ;  I  in  1890  ; 
and  31  in  1889. 

—There  were  431  deaths  iit  the  city  of  S!lo 
Paulo  in  the  month  of  February,  which  shows  an 
annual  nverage  of  about  43  per  thousand.  The 
births  registered  numbered  508  and  the  marriages 
113.  Among  the  deaths  were  5  from  cholera, 
9  typhoid  lever.  1  yellow-fever,  2S  other  fevers 
and  28  pulmonary  consumption. 

—  The  effort  to  prosecute  Col.  ValladAo  for 
usurping  the  office  of  governor  of  Sergipe  is 
sull  before  the  district  court  in  that  state.  The 
colonel  pays  little  or  no  attention  to  it,  of 
course,  but  its  promoters  are  much  in  earnest 
and  may  yet  make  him  know  that  there  is  a 
law  in  Brazil  as  well  as  a  military  organization. 

—  The  Ptvvineia  says  that  the  real  result 
of  the  election  for  prefect  in  Pernambuco  was 
ns  follows;  Estevao  de  So"  (opposition  candi- 
date) 2,117  votes;  Affunso  Cosia  (government 
candidate)  1,210  votes.  The  reluming  board, 
however,  counted  1, 188  votes  for  the  latter  and 
1,046  lor  Ihe  former.  This  is  true  republicanism,  of 
course  t 

— The  organ  of  the  new  democratic-federal  party 
in  S3o  Paulo,  0  Demoerata  Federal,  made  its  ap- 
pearance on  the  25th  ult.  under  the  political  direc- 
tion of  Deputy  A.  Moreira  da  Silva.  The  new 
parly,  which  recognizes  Dr.  Americo  Braziliense 
as  [la  chief,  promises  to  be  a  strong  one  in  S.  Paulo 
politics  and  will  insure  our  new  colleague  a  long 
life  and  success. 

—  On  the  26th  nit.,  at  a  meeting  of  mem- 
bers of  the  constitutional  party  in  Bahia,  there 
was  appointed  a  committee,  composed  of  Sen- 
ator Virgilio  Damasio,  Deputy  Santos  Pereira 
and  four  others,  lo  call  upon  ihe  governor  of 
the  state  and  inform  him  that  the  party  would 
use  all  legal  means  lo  defend  its  rights  and 
that  it  protested  against  ihe  employment  of 
state  troops  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  dis- 
order and  bloodshed  at  the  meeting  of  the  state 
legislature. 

— A  couple  of  footpads  made  a  mistake  in  S3o 
Paulo  on  the  night  of  the  29th  ult.  They  stopped 
an  Enulishman  in  the  Santa  Cecilia  suburb,  covered 
him  with  a  revolver  and  demanded  his  money.  He 
called  for  help  trom  some  friends  living  near,  and 
as  they  lost  no  time  in  coming  to  the  rescue,  the 
footpads  had  to  run  for  it,  firing  their  revolvers  at 
their  pursuers.  One  of  them  was  captured,  how- 
ever, but  not  before  he  succeeded  in  cutting  one  of 
his  captors  with  a  knife.  There  were  no  policemen 
about,  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  the  Englishmen 
had  to  carry  their  prisoner  to  the  police-slation 
themselves. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 
At  Porto  Alegre  the  house  of  Gen.  Contreiras, 
by  order  of  Gen,  Moura,  was  surrounded  and 
searched  and  Contreiras'  son,  who  is  under  age, 
was  arrested.  When  Contreiras  complained  to 
Gen.  Moura  of  this  indignity,  the  latter  told  him 
that  he  had  received  information  that  there  were 
stored  in  the  complainant's  house  arms  and  ammu- 
nition for  the  revolutionists  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  and  that  Col.  Baptista  had  received 
muniiions  of  war  from  this  source.  Gen.  Con- 
treiras published  an  article,  occupying  three  col- 
umns of  the  Metcantil,  in  which  he  gives  an 
account  of  what  had  occurred,  concluding  as 
follows:— "Conscious  that  I  have  no  enemies 
except  the  servile  flatterers  of  those  in  power,  I 
declare  that  they  may  slander  me,  inform  against 
me  and  intrigue  against  me  as  they  please.  They 
may  even  assassinate  me  for  not  having  supported 
the  government  of  Caslilhos  ;  but  let  them  not  do 
so  behind  the  bayonets  of  my  fellow-soldiers, 
shielded  by  the  swords  of  my  comrades  in  arms. 
Let  them  attack  me  openly  and  boldly  like  men  of 
courage." 

By  a  telegram  received  here  on  Thursday  we 
team  that  Gen.  Moura  has  issued  an  order  severely 
censuring  Gen.  Contreiras  for  his  article  in  the 
Metcantil  and  for  supporting  the  revolutionary 
movement  which  the  government  is  opposing. 
The  order  which  is  violent  in  its  tone,  alludes 
to  Gen.  Contreiras'  deafness  and  denies  the  correct 
ness  of  his  statements.  As  Gen.  Contreiras  is 
a  retired  officer  and  not  subject  to  Gen.  Moura'* 
orders,  and  as  the  document  officially  published 
by  the  latter  is  in  extremely  had  taste  and  highly 
detrimental  to  military  [discipline,  ihe  government 
will  do  well  to  change  the  commander  of  the  6th 
district. 

On  the  same  day  (Thursday)  the  evening 
papers  announced  that  the  government  had  at 
last  accepted  Victorino  Monteiro's  resignation  and 
the  morning  papers  on  the  following  day  con- 
firmed the  news.  This  is  considered  an  impor- 
tant step  towards  the  pacification  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul,  though  the  friends  of  Caslilhos  are  using 
every  means  in  their  power  to  prevent  the  gov- 
ernment from  withdrawing  its  support  from  the 
usurping  governor.  It  is  said  that  Pinheiro  Ma- 
chado,  who  recently  returned  to  Rio  Grande, 
canied  with  him  written  declarations  signed  by 
prominent  politicians  promising  to  oppose  any 
solution  that  deprives  Caslilhos  of  ihe  gover- 
norship. 

If  it  is  discovered,  however,  that  the  latter 
cannot  be  held  in  office,  it  seems  probable  that 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  induce  the  govern- 
ment to  replace  him  with  a  successor  relying, 
like  him,  solely  on  official  support,  and  thus  avoid 
delivering  the  affairs  of  the  state  into  the  hands 
of  its  people.  This  solution,  even  if  it  should 
produce,  as  is  not  probable,  a  temporary  cessation 
of  hostilites,  would  be  of  no  lasting  benefit  either 
to  Rio  Grande  or  lo  the  rest  of  Brazil.  The 
general  welfare  of  the  country  demands  that  the 
government  shall  respect  the  right  of  the  people 
of  Rio  Grande  to  manage  their  own  affairs,  a 
task  for  which,  by  the  tenacity  and  courage  with 
which  they  have  defended  that  right,  they  have 
shown  themselves  to  be  eminently  qualified. 

A  castilhista  telegram  of  the  29th  uli.  claims 
that    Telles  has    driven  Guerreiro  into  Uruguay 


and  Appancio  Saraiva  into  the  woods  of  Anna 
Conea,  near  J.iguarao.  It  adds  that  the  latter's 
force  in  very  much  reduced  and  that  Telles  con- 
tinues in  pursuit  of  various  dispersed  bands  of 
revolutionists. 

It  is  again  reported  that  Saldanha  da  Gama  has 
entered  Rio  Grande.  The  number  of  troops  under 
his  immediate  command  is  said  to  be  1,200. 

Letters  recently  arrived  from  Porto  Alegre  con- 
firm the  news,  received  some  time  ago  oy  tele- 
graph, of  ihe  defeat  of  Menna  Uarrelo  by  Guerreiro 
Victoria.  Menna  Barreto,  who  lost  200  men  in 
the  engagement,  retreated  to  Encruzilhada, 

These  letters  also  slate  that  22  sergeants  of  the 
13th  battalion  of  infantry,  formerly  commanded 
by  Col.  Tlioniaz  Flores,  have  been  arrested, 

In  the  north  Col.  Baptista,  after  taking  Santo 
Antonio  da  Patrulha,  captured  two  wagons  loaded 
with  ammunition  intended  for  the  government 
troops.  Later  the  national  guards  of  Conceicio  do 
Anoio,  after  surrendering  10  him,  were  disarmed 
and  released. 

Telegrams  of  the  30th  and  31st  ult,  state  that 
Pina  has  effected  a  junction  with  Appancio  and 
that  Juca  Tigre  and  Cabeda  have  entered  D. 
Pedrito  at  the  head  of  500  men. 

Elias  Amaro  is  said  to  be  at  Pelotas.  Some 
of  his  officers,  who  have  arrived  at  JaguarRo,  re- 
port that  Apparicio  has  been  killed.  They  say 
that  the  castilhistas  lost  in  the  recent  fighting 
21  men  wounded.  Another  castilhista  account 
states  that  Apparicio  is  at  Jaguarao  Chico  with 
200  men. 

Azamhuja  is  stated  to  have  taken  command  of 
the  division  of  Guerreiro  Victorio,  who  is  re- 
poned  to  have  had  an  attack  of  congestion  of  the 
brain,  This  division  is  said  to  have  camped  on 
the  24th  at  AceguA,  afterwards  taking  up  the 
line  ol  march  towards  Jaguarao  Chico,  two  lea- 
gues in  the  rear  of  the  column  of  Col,  Telles. 
Azamhuja  is  reported  to  have  stated  that  Appa- 
ricio was  in  the  vicinity  of  BagiS. 

According  to  one  account  the  reported  engage- 
ment at  Estiva  was  a  mere  skirmish. 

The  commander  of  a  regiment  of  Uruguayan 
cavalry  is  said  to"  have  informed  his  government 
that  a  large  force  of  castilhistas,  supposed  to 
number  2,400  men,  was  camped  near  Boa  Vista 
at  a  short  distance  from  a  revolutionary  force. 

All  of  these  accounts  are  so  vague,  conflicting 
and  contradictory  that  it  is  impossible  to  form  a 
correct  idea  of  the  real  situation  and  we  must 
consequently  await  further  developments. 

The  ruplure  between  Congressman  Pedro  Moa- 
cyr  and  the  majority  of  the  castilhista  delegation 
to  congress  seems  to  be  definite,  as  the  latter  have 
just  issued  a  manifesto  denouncing  him  in  violent 
terms  as  unworthy  of  confidence. 

A  telegram  of  yesterday's  date  gives  Gen.  Ta- 
vares'  report.  Alter  the  fight  of  the  16th  Telles 
returned  to  Bage  for  reinforcements  and  on  the 
19th  united  with  Elias  Amaro.  On  the  2ist  he 
attacked  Saraiva  at  Ferreiras,  where  his  cavalery 
was  repulsed  losing  30  odd  killed.  Neither  side 
gained  advantage.     Elias  Amaro  was  wounded. 

Railroad   Notes 

—Traffic  has  been  re-established  on  the  Santa 
Isabel  and  Sapucahy  railways. 

—The  government  now  wants  foreign  companies 
operating  railways  in  Brazil  to  keep  a  register  of 
shareholders  here  in  Brazil.    Why  ? 

—According  to  the  directors'  report  the  earnings 
of  the  Paulista  railway  and  river  lines  last  year 
amounted  to  i3,93o,6o8$544.  and  the  expenses  to 
9,I75,747$S65>  The  directors  proposed  to  dis- 
tribute 4,860,000$  in  dividends,  equivalent  to  12 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  carry  45S.I53$5Q7  to 
account  of  reserve  fund, 

—The  Banco  Iniciador  de  Melhoramentos  had, 
according  to  the  report  published  tome  days  ago 
by  the  board  of  directors,  expended  op  to  the  end 
of  last  year  the  sum  of  818,9251856  on  the  railway 
Iromjolo  Gomes  to  Piranga,  no  part  of  which  is 
yet  in  operation.  The  government  of  Minas 
Geraes  guarantees  6%  interest  on  the  capital,  to 
the  maximum  amount  of  30,000$  per  kilometre* 
employed  in  the  construction  of  this  road,  which  is 
1 74  kilometres  long.  The  state  senate  has  passed 
a  bill,  which  is  still  pending  in  the  chamber  of 
deputies,  increasing  to  45,8o8$8oj  the  maximum 
cost  per  kilometre. 

—It  was  announced  by  one  of  the  Sunday  morn. 
ing  newspapers  that  part  of  the  merchandise  re- 
ceived at  the  maritime  station  (Gamboa)  of  the 
Central  railway  in  January,  destined  tor  the  sec- 
tion between  Sahara1  and  Gen,  Carneiro,  has 
already  been  dispatched  for  its  destination.  It 
was  expected  that  the  whole  quantity  received 
would  be  sent  forward  in  a  few  clays  more.  This 
is  possibly  matter  for  congratulation,  but  at  first 
sight  it  certainly  looks  far  from  creditable.  In 
January  the  Central  railway  receives  merchandise 
for  a  certain  district,  but  does  not  send  it  forward 
until  the  extreme  end  of  March  and  first  days  of 
April!  Surely  it  is  full  time  that  Brazil  turned 
the  Central  railway  over  to  someone  who  can 
run  it ! 

—The  annual  report  of  the  Jardim  Botantco 
tramway  company,  which  was  presented  to  the 
shareholders  on  the  30th  ult.,  shows  decidedly 
favorable  results  for  electrical  traction,  the  net  re- 
ceipts from  this  system  being  63^  per  cent,  dur- 
ing the  last  half  of  1894,  against  31  per  cent,  from 
animal  traction.  For  the  year  the  gross  receipts 
were  2,354,05 7$o6o,  and  the  expenditures  1,752,- 
3241313,  leaving  a  net  surplus  of  601,7321747. 
The  dividends  for  the  year  amounted  to  7$7oo  per 
share,  or  about  3.85  per  cent,  of  the  capital.  The 
total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year 
was  18,653,841,  of  which  971,140  travelled  free. 
The  traffic  showed  a  large  increase  during  the 
second  half  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  return  of 
people  who  had  retired  because  of  the  revolt.

—The  writ  of  habeas  eoifws  issued  in  favor  o( 
Col.  FacundoTavnreK,  imprisoned  In  Porto  Alegre 
for  the  last  iwo  years,  is  made  returnable  oil  tlie 
17th  Inst. 

—In  a  case  recently  brought  lielore  the  district 
judge  of  this  city  it  was  decided  lhat  legislation 
prOmbtUns  tliff  practice  ol  medicine  by  persons 
■without  diplomas  is  unconstitutional. 

—The  bnolt'tceeper  of  the  German  bank,  Mr, 
Henry  Willikens,  committed  suicide  by  hanging 
at  his  room  In  Botnfogo  yesterday.  Broken  health 
and  mental  depression  were  apparently  the  causes 
of  so  rash  an  act. 

—It  is  announced  that  Cn.pt.  Huet  de  Bacellnr, 
■one  of  the  naval  officers  dismissed  from  the  service 
by  the  dictator,  will  now  prosecute  the  federal 
treas"ry  for  the  salary  of  which  he  lias  been  un- 
constitutionally deprived. 

—A  Paris  telegram  of  the  28th  tilt,  states  that 
the  Brazilian  government  has  paid  to  that  of 
France  900,000  francs  for  the  Inmilies  of  the  three 
Frenchmen,  Buette,  Etienne  and  Muller,  murdered 
in  Santa  Catliarina  by  order  of  Marshal  Flotiimo 
Feixoto. 

—It  is  said  that  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
lias  addressed  a  circular  to  the  foreign  legations 
stating  that  hereafter  all  foreign  claims  will  be 
-submitted  to  the  Supreme  Court.  An  old  imnii- 
({ration  claim,  it  is  said,  will  shortly  be  tried  under 
this  ruling. 

—There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  of 
lever  in  the  city  during  the  past  week,  owing  to 
the  hell,  but  enteric  complaints  are  still  causing 
much  trouble.  They  are  probably  caused  by  the 
bad  quality  of  food  and  water,  the  latter  polluted 
by  the  heavy  rains, 

—  Now  that  the  government  seems  disposed  to 
deter  officers  of  the  army  Irom  rushing  to  the 
press,  we  call  its  attention  to  the  violent  article 
published  by  Col .  Sampaio  in  the  I'edern(iio 
of  Porto  Alegre  of  the  13th  ult.,  apropos  to  \\U 
■defeat  on  the  28th  of  February. 

—The  government  has  mustered  out  of  service 
the  Frei  Caneca  and  Silva  Telles  battalions,  and 
the  minister  ol  war  has  issued  an  order  eulogizing 
them  for  their  bravery,  patriotism  and  discipline 
and  offering  to  receive  into  the  regular  army  any 
of  their  soldiers  who  choose  to  enlist.  That's  a 
very  fair  offer,  gentlemen  I 

—The  naval  cadet,  Arlindo  Pinto  Duarle,  who, 
after  being  held  without  trial  for  several  months  in 
the  Casa  da  CarreccSo  and  other  prisons,  was 
finally  on  the  13th  of  last  July  sentenced  by  court- 
martial  to  two  years  imprisonment  with  hard 
labor,  has  been  pardoned  by  the  President  and  on 
last  Thursday  was  set  at  liberty. 

—We  should  like  to  ask  Demosthenes  whttt  the 
RlO  News  has  to  do  with  the  secretary  of  the 
state  of  Maranhilo.  A  newspaper  addressed  to 
ttiat  functionary  has  been  sent  to  us,  and  we  are 
puzzled  to  know  why.  Have  we,  perchance,  been 
elected  to  a  lucrative  office  without  knowing  it, 
and  without  an  opportunity  to  draw  the  salary  ? 

— It  would  lie  interesting  to  know   what   special 

({ualifications  Dr.  Lucio  de  Mendonca  possesses 
or  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  We  do  not  refer  to  his 
personal  character  and  literary  ability,  which  are 
highly  esteemed  by  his  friends,  hut  to  his  exper- 
ience and  ability  as  a  judge.  The  highest  tribunal 
in  the  country  ought  to  be  rilled  by  its  best  talent. 

—  The  Claims  of  Italian  subjects  against  the 
Brazilian  government  are  about  one  hundred 
in  number.  There  was  a  conference  between 
the  Italian  minister  and  Hie  minister  of  I  for- 
eign affairs  on  the  ajtll  ult.,  in  which,  it  is 
said,  they  were  in  full  accord  as  to  the  classi- 
fication and  disposition  of  these  claims.  After 
the  conference  Minister  Nobili  telegraphed  home 
in  regard  to  the  conclusions  reached. 

—It  appears  that  the  epidemic  of  cholera  which 
has  broken  out  in  the  garrison  of  the  military 
school,  is  increasing  rather  than  diminishing. 
Five  new  cases  appeared  Sunday  and  Monday,  one 
of  great  virulence,  causing  death  in  a  few  minutes. 
At  the  insane  asylum,  also,  there  have  been  many 
■deaths  Irom  this  cause,  over  thirty  having  been 
repotted  some  weeks  ago.  Would  it  not  he  well 
to  investigate  the  water  and  food  supply  of  those 
places  ? 

—The  congressional  election  held  in  the  1st  dis- 
trict of  this  city  on  the  30th  ult.  resulted  in  the 
triumph  ot  Dr,  Serzedello  Correa,  who  was  one  of 
the  principal  sufferers  from  the  ex-dictator's 
tyranny,  having  been  kept  in  prison  without  trial 
for  nearly  a  year.  It  is  to  he  expected,  then,  that 
tie  will  avail  himself  of  his  seat  in  congress  lo 
make  interesting  disclosures  of  the  abuses  and 
■crimes  perpetrated  by  the  government  during  the 
reign  of  terror. 

—The  unfortunate  sergeants  are  now  complain- 
ing of  their  unhappy  lot — but  we  see  no  help  for 
them.  The  dictator  conferred  so  many  commissions 
as  "  alferes  "  on  those  who  rendered  trifling  ser- 
vices to  his  government,  that  there  are  now  some 
1,500  ol  them  more  than  the  service  requires. 
This  deprives  the  sergeants,  who  have  had  all  the 
hard  work  to  do,  of  all  chance  for  promotion.  A 
favor  is  a  fine  thing,  but  it  generally  works  mis- 
chief tor  someone  else. 

—Saturday  last  was  an  election  day  in  the  tst 
district  of  this  city,  but  only  for  the  election  of  a 
■deputy.  Nevertheless  the  docas  where  coffee  is 
shipped,  were  closed,  and  some  of  the  public 
departments  in  the  district  might  as  well  have 
-been  closed,  in  view  of  the  non-attendance  and  in- 
attention on  the  part  of  public  employe's.  And 
yet  only  2,060  votes  were  cast,  or  a  third  of  ihe 
registered  voting  population !  Elections  must 
therefore  be  considered  another  unnecessary  and 
unproductive  tax  on  business.  We  noticed  that 
the  troops  were  in  readiness,  and  a  detachment 
was  stationed  in  the  Largo  da  Lapa  during  a  part 
■of  the  day.  The  contest  resulted  in  the  election  of 
Dr.  Innocencb  Serzedello  Correa,  ex-minister  of 
finance  .and  one  of  the  dictator's  prisoners  during 
the  revolt.  We  hope  the  result  is  satisfactory  to 
the  Pais  and  the  Florianistas,  as  it  partially  ex- 
presses (be  opinions  and  feelings  of  the  public.

—  A  Frenchman,  said  to  be  104  years  old, 
died  some  days  ago  nt  the  Asylo  de  S.  Luiz 
in  S.  ChrUiov&o.  He  had  been  a  sailor  in 
the  French  navy,  having  In  ken  part  in  the  capture 
of  Algiers  and  in  the  removal  of  Napoleon's  re- 
mains from  Santa  Helena  to  Fiance. 

—The  PnU  hears  that  the  most  distinguished  o  f 
Montevidenn  society  deeply  regretted  the  d«pnrtltr» 
of  Viciorino  Munteiro  on  the  301)1  ult.  Perhan 
(hey  fear  that  a  part  of  their  Income  is  involved 
From  othtr  sources,  however,  we  learn  lhat  hi 
ileparatuie  was  attended  with  some  unpleaseant 
features.  The  government  was  not  represented 
and  the  police  had  to  suppress  a  hostile  demons- 
I  rat  ion. 

— The  report  that  Dr.  Ferreira  de  Amnio,  of 
the  Gazeta  de  iVoticias,  had  been  mentioned  as  a 
candidate  for  the  vacant  Uruguayan  mission,  has 
been  received  with  much  enthusiasm  by  Ihe  Mon- 
tevideo press.  We  do  not  know  bow  Ihe  report 
originated,  but  it  is  certain  that  the  government 
could  not  appoint  a  more  popular  representative, 
nor  one  who  would  fill  the  office  with  more  credit 
and  honor  to  his  country. 

—  Among  the  passengers  for  Europe  which  em- 
barked on  the  Clyde  on  the  2S1I1  ult.  was  Dr.  Jose- 
Carlos  Rodrigues,  editor-in-chief  of  the  Junta!  do 
Commeicio,  who  goes  abroad  for  rest  and  a  brief 
vacation.  After  the  experiences  of  the  past  two 
years,  eighteen  months  ol  which  were  spent  in 
conceal  men  t  to  avoid  arrest,  Dr.  Rodngues  is  en- 
titled to  a  good  long  vacation,  and  his  many  friends 
will  wish  it  to  be  as  free  from  care  and  as  beneficial 
to  health  as  he  can  desire.  During  his  absence 
the  editorial  direction  of  the  Jornal  is  entrusted  to 
the  well-known  journalist  Antonio  Leitao. 

— There  were  43  polling  places  in  the  1st  dis- 
trict for  the  congressional  election  of  Saturday 
last.  At  12  of  these  there  were  no  elections 
because  the  boards  charged  with  receiving  ihe 
ballots,  did  not  put  in  an  appearance.  There  is 
something  wrong  surely  in  a  state  of  affairs  where 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  remain  at  home  and  nearly 
one-lliinl  (2&%)  of  the  election  boards  grossly 
neglect  their  duties.  Instead  of  protesting  patriot- 
ism and  persecuting  those  who  venture  to  have  an 
independent  opinion,  the  jacobin  republican  press 
would  do  well  to  leach  the  people  their  civic  duties. 

—It  was  announced  on  ihe  28th  ult.  that  the 
government  had  accepted  the  resignation  of  Vic- 
iorino Monteiro  as  minister  to  Uruguay,  and  that 
he  would  leave  thai  city  for  this  capital  on  the  301I1 
ult.  It  is  not  known  whether  he  will  go  direct  to 
the  new  plantation  be  has  purchased  in  Sao  Paulo, 
or  remain  here  in  Rio.  It  is  not  yet  announced 
who  his  successor  will  be,  but  it  is  10  be  hoped 
that  he  will  be  a  man  of  judgment  and  experience, 
one  who  will  seek  a  pacific  solution  to  the  Rio 
Grande  controversy  rather  than  one  who  will  use 
a  national  office  to  further  his  own  interests  in  a 
local  quarrel. 

— The  Pais  of  Sunday  morning  mystified  us. 
It  first  publishes  a  telegram  from  Montevideo, 
dated  the  301I1  ult.  and  similar  to  an  official  tele- 
gram from  Porto  Alegre  of  ihe  29th,  staling  that 
Col.  Telles  had  dispersed  the  forces  of  Saraiva, 
Guerreiro  and  others,  driving  ibem  into  ihe  woods 
and  over  the  border.  And  then  our  jacobin  col. 
league  publishes  another  telegram,  of  the  same 
date  but  of  a  later  hour,  stating  that  Telles  and 
Amaro  had  fought  an  indecisive  battle  near  D. 
Pedrito  with  the  insurgents,  in  which  many  had 
been  killed  on  both  sides.  If  the  last  telegram  is 
true,  then  the  former  must  have  been  false,  for  a 
dispersed  and  defeated  lorce  could  not  have  fought 
such  a  battle.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the 
"official  telegram  "  is  still  somewhat  unreliable. 

—  At  its  first  leisure  moment  the  govern- 
ment should  give  its  earnest  attention  10  the 
affairs  of  the  post-office,  which,  Irom  the  num- 
erous complaints  that  are  daily  made,  appears 
to  be  in  a  wretched  state  of  disorganization, 
anarchy  and  inefficiency.  Among  ihe  recent 
complaints  is  that  against  the  post-master  at 
Angustura,  who,  it  seems,  considers  himself  au- 
thorized to  withhold  from  subscribers  newspapers 
of  whose  political  opinions  lie  does  not  approve. 
Such  scandalous  and  criminal  conduct  in  a  post- 
master would  be  incredible  if  repeated  disclo- 
sures had  not  reveated  to  the  public  similar 
and  even  worse  abuses  perpetrated  in  the  post- 
office  under  the  management  of  the  present 
director,  who,  we  are  glad  to  learn,  however, 
from  a  contemporary,  at  last  intends  to  quit  a 
place  for  which  he  is  eminently  unfitted.  The 
government  will  commit  an  unpardonable  blunder 
if  it  puis  any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  accomplish- 
ment of  so  laudable  a  purpose. 

WILLIAM  TROUT. 

The  many  friends  of  Mr.  William  Trout,  the 
well-known  ship-chandler  and  merchant  of  this 
city,  will  he  deeply  surprised  and  pained  to  hear  of 
his  death  at  Pelropolis  on  the  morning  of  the  27th 
ult.  He  had  only  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to 
England  and  was  enjoying  exceptionally  good 
health,  when  an  enteric  complaint,  so  prevalent 
here  at  the  present  moment,  caused  his  death  after 
an  illness,  apparently  slight,  of  only  three  or  four 
days. 

Mr.  Trout  was  a  native  of  Batley,  Yorkshire, 
and  was  still  in  the  prime  of  life,  being  only  53 
years  ol  age.  He  came  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  over 
thirty  years  ago,  and  was  for  many  years  connected 
with  the  old  firm  of  Pinheiro  8c.  Trout,  which 
fm.illy  passed  under  his  own  name.  His  present 
associate  in  the  business  is  Mr,  W.  J.  Coggin,  who 
has  been  a  resident  here  nearly  as  many  years  as 
his  senior  partner.  Mr.  Trout  was  a  director  of 
the  Strangers'  Hospital,  and  was  widely  known 
for  his  charities  and  his  interest  in  the  poor  and 

ifortunate.  He  will  be  missed  by  a  multi- 
tude of  the  less  fortunate  ones  of  this  world, 
which  is  in  itself  the  best  memorial  a  man  can 
leave  of  a  successful  and  useful  life.

alter  the  meaning,  while  others  are  left  with  no 
particular  meaning  at  all."  "  To  prevent  unfavor- 
able criticism  of  the  petitions  and  the  consequent 
weakening  of  the  position  of  our  lactors  in  this 
question,  it  would  be  fair  of  you  to  explain  that 
the  translation  was  done  in  haste."  We  are  much 
obliged  lor  the  suggestion,  but  we  are  not  quite 
sure  that  it  would  be  correct.  We  can  say,  how- 
ever, that  neither  ourselves  nor  our  translator 
have  any  interest  in  misrepresenting  any  of  the 
parties  to  (he  coffee-tax  controversy.  The  fault 
undoubtedly  lies  in  our  inability  to  comprehend 
involved  arguments  on  a  very  complicated  ques- 
tion, which  the  disputants  themselves  do  not 
appear  lo  understand  very  clearly.  We  can  assure 
our  correspondent  that  we  wish  to  give  an  accurate 
and  clear  idea  of  ihe  discussion,  and  we  shall  be 
glad  to  publish  any  translations  of  ihese  arguments 
which  may  be  considered  belter  than  our  own.

Coffee  — There  is  very  Utile  10  be  said  regarding  the 
market  dining  tlie  past  week,  fir  until  ike  sgih  next  to 
nothing  was  doing.  The  gum  difficulty  ha*  apparently 
reached  an  acme  stage,  for  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  state 
authorities  have  declined  the  invitation  of  (lie  government 
of  MinBS  Geraes  to  a  conference  with  the  authorities  of  S, 
Paulo  and  Espirito  Santo,  and  declare  their  intention  of 
trying  at  least  what  free  exports  will  d<>,  before  bowing 
to  the  generally  expressed  objections  of  the  planters.  The 
efiect  of  this  refusal  was  to  decrease  the  value  of  the 
guiat,  which  on  the  30th,  were  said  to  have  been  offered 
at  a  price  equivalent  to  ifooo  per  arroba  in  favor  of  the 
exporters.  On  the  29th  ulto.  sales  of  13,000  bags  were 
reported,  of  which  one  house  bought  upwards  of  9,000 
bags,  but  on  the  following  day  the  market  was  very  quiet 
again,  and  if  the  expected  increase  in  receipts  is  realized, 
a  decline  in  prices  is  far  from  improbable,  although  the  posi- 
tion of  the  bean  is  certainly  favorable,  and  the  very  mo- 
derate shipments  since  the  first  of  the  year  will  affect 
stocks  in  the  American  markets  very  soon.  It  is  supposed 
consumers  arc  watching  the  Havre  operators,  and  until 
these  are  disposed  or  obliged,  to  sell,  the  producing  markets 
are  not  likely  to  show  much  animation.
